Because  of  lack  of  information  I ASBYU  Student  Body  President, 
ASBYU  Assembly  decided  not  j Bob  Christiansen. 

The  Assembly,  which  met  Mon- 
day evening  in  the  ELWC,  felt  that 
it  would  be  better  for  the  student 
body,  if  they  would  have  a chance 
to  review  the  reasons  for  these  ap- 
pointments with  the  executive 
council  in  a meeting  which  is  to 
be  held  Wednesday  evening  at 
6:15. 

The  ASBYU  Assembly  made  it 
clear  in  their  meeting  that  they 
are  not  just  a rubber  stamp  for 
the  executive  council,  and  do  have 
a real  responsibility  to  the  student 
body  by  being  sure  of  all  the  AS- 
BYU Student  Body  President  ap- 
pointments, before  they  are  voted 
upon. 

ASBYU  President  Bob  Christian- 
sen commented  on  the  Assembly’s 
decision  Tuesday,  saying,  “I  feel 
the  Assembly  is  very  immature  on 
this  decision.” 

Christiansen  said  further  that 
the  Assembly  had  all  the  informa- 
tion that  was  possible  to  give  on 
these  appointments  and  he  feels 
that  this  is  just  a fight  for  power 
by  the  ASBYU  Assembly. 

"THE  ASSEMBLY  is  to  approve 
all  appointments  made  by  a maj- 
ority vote  by  the  executive  council 
as  stated  in  the  Constitution,” 
Christiansen  stated. 

In  other  assembly  matters  there 
was  a report  given  by  Assembly- 
man  Terry  Olsen  concerning  the 
BYU  Soccer  team. 

Olsen  said  after  an  interview 
with  Intramural  Manager  Jay 
Naylor,  “the  soccer  team  has  be- 
come very  well  known,  and  has 
brought  recognition  to  the  “Y”. 

The  reason  the  Assembly  dis- 
cussed the  soccer  team,  was  to 
decide  whether  or  not  to  appro- 
priate funds  to  them  so  they  could 
make  their  trips. 

A big  trip  coming  up  for  the 
team  in  the  near  future  is  to  Stan- 
ford University  in  California,  and 
they  were  asking  for  $300  for  this 
trip. 

There  was  alot  of  discussion 
concerning  the  soccer  team,  and 
a couple  of  points  were  brought 
out.  These  were  whether  or  not 
the  Assembly  should  give  funds  out 
to  private  clubs.  It  seems  the 
soccer  team  is  a private  club  and 
not  a member  of  the  NCAA.

Process  Of  Learning  Is 
Personal  Says  Speaker 


Elder  Howard  W.  Hunter,  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  spoke  at  Tues- 
day’s Assembly  in  the  Smith  Field- 
house. 

"THE  LEARNING  process,” 
said  Elder  Hunter,  “is  within  each 
individual.” 

He  admonished  students  to  ac- 
cept the  responsibility  of  learn- 
ing, saying.  “It  is  possible  to  go 
through  school  and  receive  a dip- 
loma without  gaining  an  education. 

"ABOUT  THE  only  thing  the  dip- 
loma will  do  is  open  doors— but 
the  doors  won’t  stay  open  long.” 

Elder  Hunter  related  a story  of 
a friend  who’s  chief  interest  was 
enjoying  life  while  he  attended 
school. 

THE  YOUNG  man  was  clever 
and  by  cramming  for  each  test 
managed  to  graduate  with  honors; 
however,  he  learned  only  those 
things  taught  in  the  classroom. 

Then  he  went  to  graduate  school. 

THE  YOUNG  man  discovered 
that  his  new  learning  environment 
did  not  place  emphasis  on  cram- 
ming but  accented  thinking,  clear 
communication,  and  creativity. 

The  young  man  soon  realized 
that  he  had  deceived  himself  into 
thinking  he  was  gaining  an  edu- 
cation. Only  after  many  months  of 
desperate  study  did  the  begin  to 
“catch-up”  with  his  classmates. 

Said  Elder  Hunter,”  The  young 
man  had  finally  learned  ‘The  Law 
of  the  Harvest.’  This  means  we 
reap  exactly  what  we  sow.” 


"NATIONS,  like  people,”  con- 
cluded Elder  Hunter,  “are  sub- 
ject to  ‘The  Law  of  the  Harvest/ 
And  the  free  agency  of  both  is  a 
gospel  principle.”

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A New  Spectre  Haunts  The  U.S. 


The  Church  News  last  .week  came  out 
with  an  editorial  that  contains  information 
of  vital  interest  and  some  figures  that  are 
quite  shocking. 

The  editorial  concerns  the  rising'  rate 
of  promiscuity  and  consequent  venereal  di- 
sease among  the  young  people  of  the  United 
States. 

Among  teenagers  alone,  the  following 
figures  were  given  as  the  number  of  new 
venereal  disease  cases  in  one  year  alone: 
The  District  of  Columbia,  3,753;  lexas, 
722;  Florida,  679;  North  Carolina,  673; 
Delaware,  645. 

Utah  reported  123  new  cases  among 
teenagers;  Idaho  reported  150;  Wyoming, 
67;  Arizona,  381;  and  California,  389. 

And,  according  to  medical  doctors,  the 
main  reason  for  these  large  increases  in 
venereal  disease  is  promiscuity  among  teen- 
agers. . 

Other  causes  are  secondary,  and  in- 
clude kissing  an  infected  person  with  sy- 
phillis  sores  in  his  mouth,  and  the  passing 
of  the  disease  from  syphilitic  mothers  to 
their  unborn  children. 

Homosexuality  is  also  becoming  one  of 
the  means  of  spreading  the  diseases. 

Over  1,000  Americans  die  each  month 
from  venereal  disease.  Others  with  the 
disease  become  either  blind,  insane,  crippl- 
ed, or  develop  heart  trouble. 


“If  trends  continue  in  the  future  as 
they  have  done  in  the  last  few  years,  we 
will  experience  one  of  the  worst  epidemics 
we  have  ever  known,”  the  Church  News 
said,  “worst  in  the  type  of  illness,  worst  in 
the  number  of  cases,  in  the  number  of 
deaths,  and  in  blindness,  insanity,  and  crip- 
pling reactions  which  accompany  it.” 

In  today’s  society,  sexual  promiscuity 
is  openly  admitted,  advertised,  and  even 
urged  in  the  literature  available.  It  is  little 
wonder  that  the  rate  of  promiscuity  and 
venereal  disease  has  risen  to  such  large  pro- 
portions. However,  judging  the  modem 
morality  bv  its  fruits  can  only  show  that  it 
isn’t  the  glorious  thing  some  people  like  to 
say  it  is.  , , , . 

It  appears  that  Americans  are  letting 
their  freedoms  get  the  best  of  them.  In- 
stead of  using  these  freedoms  for  “promot- 
ing the  general  welfare”  people  are  letting 
the  freedoms  drag  them  down  into  a mire. 

Some  may  ask,  “All  this  information  is 
very  interesting,  but  what  does  it  have  to 
do  with  us  here  at  BYU?  Naivete  is  one 
thing,  and  it  is  good  that  there  are  still 
some  people  who  are  naive,  but  the  applica- 
tion of  these  facts  to  BYU  is  shown  by  the 
statistics  that  say  123  new  venereal  di- 
sease cases  were  reported  last  year  among 
Utah  teenagers.  BYU  students  must  also 
face  the  problem,  and  take  steps  to  stop 
its  progress.

American  Government  Vacillates 


On  Viet  Nam  Escalation  Policies

Recently  Congress  approved  an 
additional  4.8  billion  dollars  for 
continuing  the  war  in  Viet  Nam. 
At  approximately  the  same  time 
the  Johnson  Administration  said 
that  there  would  be  no  further 
escalation  of  the  war  in  the  near 
future. 

SENATOR  Frank  Moss,  speak- 
ing on  the  BYU  campus,  said  that 
no  further  escalation  was  neces- 
sary. He  later  changed  his  state- 
ment to  say  that  we  would  not 
escalate  unless  they  escalated 
first.  This  is  only  one  of  many 
examples  of  incongruity  in  the 
Administration’s  position  on  Viet 
Nam. 

Vice-President  Humphrey  has 
argued  with.  Senator  Robert  Ken- 
nedy about  the  role  of  the  Viet 
Cong  in  any  provisional  govern- 
ment of  and  when  the  war  were 


stopped  and  talks  were  begun. 
The  Vice-President  doesn’t  seem 
to  realize  that  the  Viet  Cong  are 
in  some  measure  South  Vietna- 
mese and  deserve  a voice  in 
any  South  Vietnamese  govern- 
ment. 

THE  POINT  of  further  escala- 
tion of  the  war  by  the  U.S.  is 
almost  ridiculous.  We  won’t 
escalate  if  they  don’t  escalate 
and  we  can’t  guarantee  that  they 
won’t  expand  the  war.  It  all  de- 
pends on  how  long  the  Viet  Cong 
are  willing  to  fight. 

Thoroughout  the  cold  war  the 
U.  S.  has  chosen  a policy  of  con- 
tainment of  the  Communists  and 
therefore  the  Communist  aggres- 
sors decide  where  the  Americans 
will  fight  and  how  they  will  fight 
simply  because  they  begin  the 
action  and  the  U.S.  has  to  re- 
spond to  the  action  “to  plug  up 


the  hole.” 

MAKE  NO  mistake,  this  colu- 
mnist is  not  against  the  war  ef- 
fort in  Viet  Nam.  We  are  there 
and  there  is  little  else  we  can  do 
but  muddle  through  the  best  we 
can.  However,  matters  might  be 
helped  if  .the  administration  were 
more  realistic  in  their  attitude 
toward  the  war.

Another  point  was  whether  or 
not  there  was  enough  interest  on 
campus  concerning  the  soccer 
team. 

The  Assembly  felt  it  unfair  to 
give  funds  out  to  a small  minor- 
ity when  it  didn’t  concern  the 
majority  of  the  student  body, 
such  as  basketball,  football,  and 
other  NCAA  sports. 

Other  factors  were  brought  out 
that  were  favorable  towards  the 
team  however,  and  in  effect  these 
factors  were  that  they  have 
brought  good  recognition  to  the 
school  and  the  trip  to  Stanford 
would  be  good  for  the  sport. 

The  Assembly  took  a vote  upon 
this  and  had  a split  vote,  with 
several  abstaining.  They  decid- 
ed to  wait  until  next  week  when 
others  had  a chance  (o  think 
about  this,  and  it  could  be  pre- 
sented in  a bill  form. 

Another  bill  that  was  introduc- 
ed, was  by  J.  Williams  and  Bob 


Valentine  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee. 

This  bill  was  to  establish  the 
qualifications  for  the  office  of 
Vice  President  of  Finance  of  the 
ASBYU  and  create  a board  of 
review'  to  approve  of  candidates. 

The  qualifications  are  that 
those  interested  in  this  office 
must  have  taken  classes  in  Ac- 
counting, Economics,  and  Busi- 
ness Management,  or  have  had 
prior  experience  in  financial 
operations.  A good  example,  it 
said,  was  to  have  been  a Secret- 
ary in  the  Mission  field. 

Besides  these  minimum  quali- 
fications, they  must  be  reviewed 
by  a board  consisting  of  the  pre- 
sent ASBYU  President,  the  pre- 
sent ASBYU  Vice  President  of 
Finance,  a member  of  the  As- 
sembly Finance  Committee,  and 
the  coordinator  of  Student  activ- 
ities. 

This  bill  was  voted  upon  and 
passed,  and  will  go  into  effect 
immediately.
